with pride. 
“ You see, I got caught between the 
lines,” he said. 
"I discovered a ma­ 
chine gun staring straight ut me, and 
dived into a shell hole. 
‘‘The gunner did not shoot sn I 
raised my head and there 
stood 
the 
gunner with his hands up. 
He mo­ 
tioned for me to come up. took me to 
the captain, who conveyed me to his 
dugout. 
He gave me something to 
drink and some cigarets and asked if 
he wasn’t surrounded. 
I assured him 
he was. 
“He 
said, 
‘W ait 
a 
m inute’—you 
know I verstehe the German—and went 
out. When he letuVned he said the 
others wanted to surrender before 
they were killed, and asked me to take 
them to the American lines. 
“ We started off with all hands, in­ 
eluding mine, held up. 
We got lost 
in the woods and it took a long time 
to find an American sentry. 
Then 
some more Americans came up and 
they wanted to escort my prisoners 
to headquarters."

Majority Decides to Leave 
Things As They Are Un­ 
til Fall Election 


Anaheim stays wet until the people 
vote upon (he question, according to 
the decision of a majority of the city 
council at their meeting last night, 
when the Cailor bone-dry measure was 
given 
second 
reading 
and 
turned 
down. 
The fate of the liquor houses 
will be decided by the vote on state 
dry measures this fall, it was said, 
unless previous to that time a special 
election be called through initiative 
petitioning among the drys. 
As scheduled, the bone-dry ordi­ 
nance was presented, read, and Trus­ 
tee F. N. Gibbs moved its adoption. 
Trustee F. A. Backs, Jr., opposed 
the 
measure, 
saying 
the 
question 
should be left alone for the present 
and settled by the people’s ballots. If 
a majority of the Anaheim electors 
vote dry on the state measures which 
will be presented, he said he would 
then be willing to vote for the Ana­ 
heim dry bill, whether state wide pro­ 
hibition was brought about or not. 
He pointed out that the present coun­ 
cil was elected upon the platform that 
all important questions should be sub­ 
mitted to the people and he would 
stand by that platform and oppose 
any move in the council to make the 
city dry. The proposed ordinance, he 
pointed out, would close the saloons 
October I, while the state law, if 
passed, would close them January I 
next, so only three months of "dry” 
weather would he gained by passing 
the ordinance now. 
Trustee T. J. McFadden voiced the 
same sentiments, and Trustee William 
Stark said "Me, too,” so the measure 
died for want of a second. 
Later Attorney O. T. Cailor for the 
drys addressed the council, and upon 
his suggestion the measure was re­ 
introduced. 
Gibbs moved 
its adop­ 
tion* and Trustee J. J. Dwyer, presi­ 
dent of the board, seconded the mo­ 
tion. Attorney Ames ruled that Dwyer 
as presiding officer had no power to 
second a motion. 
McFadden then volunteered to sec­ 
ond the motion in order to bring the 
question to a vote and get it settled, 
and did so. 
Gibbs aud Dwyer voted yes, McFad­ 
den voted no, and Backs and Stark, 
refused to vote on the measure as it 
was presented. 
As three votes were 
necessary for adoption of the ordi­ 
nance, the motion was lost and the 
bone-dry measure met defeat. 
There was some talk among the 
drys at the meeting of circulating in­ 
itiative petitions for a special liquor 
election, but inasmuch as the election 
could precede by only a short time the 
regular fall election and would cost 
the city probably a few hundred dol­ 
lars, it is not generally thought in the 
Mother Colony that a special election 
will be called.

Today i* the last day of tile W ar Savings Stam ps 
drive.

Like the mule in the American army, beans are con­ 
sidered one of the essentials t>f warfare. There has been 
a disposition to economize in their use in order ‘to pro­ 
vide for the army and navy, but now the food adminis­ 
tration asks the people to eat more of them. The reason 
is not difficult to find. The meat supply must be guarded, 
and beans will take the place. 
Indeed tney are to be 
regarded as a substitute for meat rather thkn for cereal 
and vegetable foods. 
The protein content is large, being about 22 per'cent, 
and twice that in the soy bean with which we are just 
becoming acquainted. 
Measured by calories, one pound 
of the ordinary beans is equal to two pounds of round 
steaks or eighteen eggs. 
It would take five pounds of 
potatoes to balance one of them. 
While they cost enough to tempt the appetite of 
those who relish nothing unless it is expensive, yet they 
are comparatively cheap. 
A quart of them, worth 20 
cents, will equal a dollar's worth of meat. 
In the past, 
Boston has been wiser than the rest of us. 
It's a pity 
that other parts of the country have not made them an 
institution instead of waiting for official authority to ask 
them now to eat beans. 
But if meat is necessary In great quantities for the 
army, as it is, loyally will the people respond to the 
appeal to turn to beans: the next call must be addressed 
to the farmers. 
Last year they increased the production 
59 per cent. 
But to meet the new situation made by 
the war, last season’s production should be doubled this 
year. 
There is still time to increase the acreage and 
raise a large proportion of this meat substitute, a real 
and not synthetic food.

TRAINING FOREIGN COMRADES 


Authority is to he given our war department to 
provide military instruction in this country for men 
representing allied countries. 
The primary object, 
apparently, is to facilitate the training of I‘n itons, 
Frenchmen, Italians. Canadians, etc., who hap|>en to 
be living in the United States. 
W e can easily put 
them through tile military mill along with our own 
troops. 
There is an additional |>os*ibility, however, 
that appeals to congress and should appeal strongly 
to the American people. 
It is that men may Im? brought here for train­ 
ing from Brazil, Cuba, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and 
other Latin-American countries that have joined the 
allied cause. 
The administration is said to favor such a policy. 
It is not known as yet how our Latin allies would 
look at it, hut the natural presumption i* that they 
would welcom e so convenient a way o f enabling them 
to get into the fighting quickly and effectively. 
There would Im? no humiliation in the process. 
It happens that we have better facilities now for 
training soldiers than they have. 
W e have the train­ 
ing camps, the instructors, the organization, the 
ships. 
The cause is all one. 
They could pay their

were scarcely able to hear the purring 
of her engines. 
All the time that the strange boat 
remained iu the vicinity of the fishing 
launch, no one appeared on the deck 
and there was no opportunity for the 
fishermen to identify the nationality 
of the diver. 
The fishermen believe 
the diver may have been a German 
I’-boat but did not molest them be­ 
cause they were in search of bigger 
game.
